During the war Dean Knowles also di- 
rected Industrial Extension known as the 
Engineering, Science and Management 
War Training program, which has since 
been expanded to the General College Ex- 
tension division. This provides off-campus 
courses in business, engineering and sci- 
ence, and covers the Workers’ Education 
program which was organized in cooper- 
ation with, and at the request of, four ma- 
jor labor unions of the State. An insur- 
ance education program was also estab- 
lished in collaboration with the State de- 
partment of insurance, During the past 
year the Extension division has had more 
than 1900 enrollments. 

Dean Knowles, leaving his post here 
next month, assumes his larger responsi- 
bilities with the best wishes of the college, 
and the full confidence of his associates 
that he will execute his difficult assign- 
ment with the same energy, enthusiasm, 
and efficiency that he brought to his work 
while a member of the Rhode Island State 
College staff. 











COLLEGE BILLS FOR VETS

quarters have been provided automatically for 
several years, 


Measuring the GI Bill education against a com- 
pletely free education and living Is making an 
irrelevant comparison, Even students on substantial 
scholarships usually have to pay their own living 
costs, The ex-serviceman who adds up the situa- 
tion in @ practical way realizes that if there had 
been no war he would have gone to college a few 
years earlier; but he and his family would have had 
to pay from their own pockets for his tuition, 
board, room, books, clothes, transportation and all 
other extras —The Westerly Sun.
